She was a pupil of Rameau and was first known as an actress 
under the name of Mimi Dancourt. She married in 1737 Monsieur 
de la Poupliniére, “ fermier général”’. Monsieur and Madame 
de la Poupliniére’s musical evenings were a rendezvous of Paris 
Society and La Tour attended them frequently, painting several 
portraits of Monsieur and Madame de la Poupliniére. At the 
death of his wife Monsieur de la Poupliniére gave the present 
portrait to Monsieur de Courcelles and it remained at the Chateau 
de Chenonceaux in the possession of the descendants of a niece 
of Madame de la Poupliniére. A descendant of this family, 
the Marquise de Rasilly, née la Blotterie, parted with it in 1929.
